ADHS . . . on the job 


Environmental Health’s Julia Wolfe is the only 
community relations specialist for EPA Superfund 
projects in Arizona. 

Superfund is a national program to clean-up 
abandoned or uncontrolled hazardous waste sites. 
There are six Superfund projects in Arizona. The 
clean-up of asbestos in Globe has been completed. 
Groundwater contamination is the problem at the 
Tucson Airport area, Motorola 52nd Street in 
Phoenix, the 19th Avenue Landfill in Phoenix, 
Scottsdale’s Indian Bend Wash, and the Phoenix- 
Litchfield Airport in Goodyear. 

Wolfe describes her job as working in the com- 
munity to keep citizens informed and involved “in a 
process that affects their lives”. What is challenging, 
she says, “is the potential to create and develop an effective community relations 
or two-way communications system among all elements involved in the Superfund 
process” She has been successful in setting up a communications network that 
includes residents of the community as well as the public and private sectors. 
Maintaining a constant flow of communication ranges from conducting large 
community meetings and meeting with people on a one-to-one basis to producing 
publications and working with the media. 

Wolfe joined ADHS three years ago after serving in Washington, D.C. as national 
public relations director for the League of Women Voters. 
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Patients at Arizona State Hospital are screened for hearing loss by Kay Walker 
and Rick Weber from the ASH Speech, Language and Hearing Department. Free 
hearing screenings will be held for ADHS employees during the month of May.

News notes 


Approximately 160 ADHS employees 
are eligible for evaluation under the 
July 1, 1986 Performance Oriented Pay 
System (POPS). The employees to be 
evaluated were hired on September 1, 
1985 through February 28, 1986. Train- 
ing sessions in POPS will be held May 
14 at 1740 West Adams and May 15 at 
Arizona State Hospital. PPER reviews 
will be conducted by first-line supervi- 
sors May 19-23 and reviewed by 
second-line supervisors May 27-30. Per- 
formance increases will be reflected in 
the cycle | paychecks on July 18, and 
the cycle Il paychecks on July 18. 


A technical seminar on groundwater 
and solid wastes is being sponsored by 
the department and the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency in May. The 
purpose is to encourage interaction 
among regulating agencies, generators 
of hazardous waste and laboratories. 
Speakers include ADHS Director Dr. 
Lloyd Novick and Dr. Jon Counts, 
assistant director for Laboratory 
Services. 


“Children Aren’t Waterproof’, the 
second statewide campaign to reduce 
child drowning by 75 percent, was 
kicked off at a news conference this 
month by Dr. Novick. 


The Arizona Administrators Associa- 
tion is seeking nominations for four 
awards to be presented at the Fifth 
Annual Awards banquet in October. 
The Professional Award, the Adminis- 
trator Award, the Employee Award, and 
the Supervisory Award are given for 
outstanding accomplishments which are 
above and beyond normal job require- 
ments.

This will be another heavy year for 
wildlife rabies, according to Disease 
Control’s Vector-Borne and Zoonotic 
Disease Section. Beware of animals 
showing unusual behavior. The animals 
most commonly found to be rabid in 
Arizona are bats and skunks, although 
foxes, coyotes, horses, cattle and other 
mammals can also be rabid. 


A fifty-dollar reward for a logo typify- 
ing the EVADE driving course is being 
offered by Dr. John Stafford, assistant 
director for the Division of Emergency 
Medical Service/Health Care Facilities. 
The EVADE Emergency Vehicle 

-Advanced Driver Education Course is 
divided into three segments. ... slow 
driving; fast driving, which includes 
obstacle avoidance and controlled 
breaking; and driving without vehicle 
controls. The logo will be used in 
shoulder patches and other program 
material. Suggestions should be submit- 
ted in color to Dr. Stafford by June 30.

Better Speech and 
Hearing Month 


May is Better Speech and Hearing 
Month. 

“The goals during this time”, Kay 
Walker says, “are to increase awareness 
of the work performed by professionals 
in the field, encourage early detection 
and proper treatment, and develop bet- 
ter understanding of the needs of 
people with speech, language or hear- 
ing disorders”. 

Walker, program manager for the 
Speech, Language and Hearing Depart- 
ment at Arizona State Hospital, says 
that one out of every ten Arizonans— 
over 300,000—suffer from some kind of 
speech, language or hearing disorder. 

“Here at. the hospital’, Walker says, “it 
is crucial for the success of a patient’s 
total treatment program that we identify 
acuity problems and assess middle ear 
functions to determine hearing loss 
problems as soon as a patient is 
admitted.” 

A variety of communication disorders 
are diagnosed and treated at ASH. 
Typical disorders found in patients are 
developmental and acquired language 
disorders, voice, articulation, stuttering 
and functional disorders.

Legislative update

Underground Storage Tanks - HB 
2072: This new permit process is now 
awaiting a third reading in the Senate 
and final concurrence in the House. 


Family Planning - HB 2124: Senator 
Runyan has managed to kill this bill by 
refusing to hear it in Appropriations 
Committee. Proponents are looking for 
a way to amend it onto something else. 


Seat Belts - HB 2125: This one’s a 
goner with not enough Senate votes to 
bring it to the floor. 


No Smoking - HB 2187: We are 
headed for a conference committee 
with the sticking point being whether 
local jurisdictions can pass stiffer laws 
than the state. 


CMI - HB 2511: Also in conference 
committee. Has become a political crap 
shoot but it now seems clear that 
Behavioral Health will become a div- 
ision within DHS rather than a separate 
department. 


Reportable Diseases - SB 1068: 
Signed, sealed and delivered. Allows 
DHS to add temporarily to the list 
without going through rules and regs. 


County Health Contracts - SB 1248: 
Clarifies statutes to allow counties to 
subcontract for services. This one has 
also been signed by the Governor. 


Children’s Rehabilitative Services 
Information and Referral - SB 1312: 
Ready for Babbitt’s signature. Changes 
name from Crippled Children and 
appropriates $50,000 for information 
and referral services. 


Ambulance Rates, Regulation of 
Ambulance - SB 1316: Could be dead or 
transformed into a blurb in session law. 
Meanwhile, DHS has promised to chair 
discussions on improving our current 
system. 


Alzhemiers Study - SB 1341: A late 
arrival which sets up an interim commit- 
tee to look into this disease. DHS will 
be a participant. 


Rural Primary Health - SB 1351: This 
bill ran out of time and has been put 
into the drawer until next session. 


Childrens Mental Health - SB 1385: 
Loosens up the commitment law for 
kids and will probably be passed and 
signed.
